That the ſaid Earle of Strafford upon a 
Petirion of Sir Iohn Gifford Knight , the 
firſt day of Febraary,in the ſaid x 3 yeare of 
his Majeſties Reigne, without any legall 
proceſſe, made a Decree or Order againſt 
Adam Viſcount Lofts f Elie, a Peere of t 
ſaid Realme of Freland, and Lord Chancellor 
of Freland, and did cauſe the ſaid Uiſcount 
to bee impriſoned and kept cloſe priſoner, 
on pretence of diſobedience tothe faid de- 
cree or order, 

eAndthe ſaid Earle without any authori- 
ty, and contrary to his Commiſion , requi« 
red and commanded the ſaid Lord Viſ- 
count 'te yeeld unto him the great Seale of 
the Realome of Ireland , which was then in 
his cuſtody, by his Majeſties command , 

and

and impriſoned the ſaid Chancellor for nat 
obeying ſuch his command. 


CAnd without any legall proceedings, 
did in the. ſame thirteemh yeare impriſon 
George Earle of Kildare, a Peere of Freland, 
againſt Law, thereby to enforce him to 
ſubmit his title to the Mannor and Lord- 
ſhip of Caſtle Leigh in the Qutenes Couns- 
tie, ( being of great yearcly value ) to the 
ſaid Earle of Straffords will and pleaſure, 
and kept him a yeare priſoner for the 
ſaid cauſe, two moneths whereof he kept hims 
cloſe priſoner, and refuſed to enlarge him , not- 
withſtanding his Majeſties Letters for his 
enlargement to the ſaid Earle of Strafford 
diredted. 


And upon a Petirion exhibited in Octo- 
ber, 1635. by Thomas Hibbots againſt dame 
Mary Hibbots Widdow , to him the ſaid 
Earle of Strefford, the ſaid Earle of _ 

rd recommended the ſaid Petition to the 
Counſell Table of Ireland, where the 
moſt part of the Counſell gave their yore 
and opinion for the ſaid Lady, but the ſaid 
Earle finding fault herewith, cauſed an 
order to be entred againſt the ſaid Lady, 
and threatned her , that if ſhee refuſed ro 


ſubmir thereunto, he would impriſon her,

and fine her five hundred pound that if ſhe 
continued obſtinate, he wonld continue her 
impriſonment, and double her fine every 
month by month, wh: reof ſhe was enforced 
ro relinquiſh her eſtate in the land queſtio.. 
ned in the ſaid Petition, which ſhortly was 
conveyed to Sir Robert Meredith, to the uſe 
of the ſaid Eatle of S:rafford, 


And the faid Earle in like manner did 
impriſondivers others of his Majeſties Sub- 
jets upon pretence of diſobedience to his 
orders and decrees, and other illegall com- 
mand by him made for pretended debts, 
titles of Lands, and other cauſes in an arbi- 
trary and extrajudiciall courſe, upon Paper 
Petitions to him preferred, and no other 
cauſe legally depending. 


I X. 


That the faid Earle of Stafford the fix- 
tenth day of Feby. in the x2, yeare of his 
now Majeſties Reigne, aſſuming to himſelfe 
a power above and againſt Law, tooke upon 
him by a generall Yarra under his hand, 
to give power to the Lord Biſhop of Down, 
and Connor his Chancellor, or Chancellors, 
ro their ſeverall Officers thereto to bee 
appoitited, to Attach and Arreſt the 7”

of all ſuch of the meaner and poorer ſort, 
where after citation ſhould cither refuſe to 
appeare before them, or appearing ſhould

Andin the ninth yeare of his now Ma- 
jeſties Reigne, he having then intreſt jn the 
ſaid Cuſtomes ( to advance his owne gaine 
and Jucre) did cauſe and procure the na.

tive commodities of Freland, to be rated in 
the booke of Rates for the Cuſtomes ( ac- 
cording to which the Cuſtoms were uſual- 
ly gathered ) at farre greater values and 
prices, ther: in truth they were worth /thar 
is to (ay ) every hide at 20.ſhillings, which 
in truth was worth bur five ſhillings, every 
ſtone of Wooll art thirteene ſhillings foure 
perice, though the ſame ordinarily were 
worth bur five ſhillings, at the urmoſt bur 
nine ſhillings ;z by which meanes the cuſtome 
which before was but arwenticth part ofthe 
true value of the commoditie, was inhanſed 
ſomerimes to a fitt part, and ſometimes to a 
fourth, and ſometimes to athird part of the 
rrue value,to the great opprefſionof the ſub- 
jets, and decay of MarchandJe.

Thar the ſaid Earle, in the ninth yeare 
of his now Majeſties Reigne, did by his own 
will and pleaſure, and for his owne lucre 
reſtraine the exportation of the commodi. 
tics of that Kingdome without his licence, 
as namely, Pipe-ſtaves, and other commodi- 
ties,and then raiſed great ſurmmes of money 
for licenſing of exportation of thoſe com- 
modities, and diſpenſation of the ſaid re- 
ſtraints impoſed on them, by which means

That the ſaid Earl= being Lord Deputy 
of Ireland, on the ninth day of Taxvary in 
che thirteenth yeere of his Majeſties 
Reigne, did then under colour to regulate 
the Importation of Tobacco into the ſaid 
Realme of Ireland, iſſue a Proclamation in 
his Majeſties name, prohibiting the unpor- 
tation of Tobacco without licence of 
him and the Counſell , there from ard af. 
rerthe firſt day of May, Anno Dom. 1638, 
after which reſtraint, the ſaid Earle, not- 
withſtanding the ſaid reſtraint, cauſed di- 
vers great. quantities of To5:cco to by im- 
porced to his owne uſe, and fraughted di. 
vers ſhips with Tobacco, which he impor- 
red ro his owne uſe: and thar if any ſhip 
brought Tobacco into any Port there,he 
ſaid Earle and his Agents uſed to buy 
the ſame to his owne uſe , at their owne 
price. «And if that the owners refuſed to 
let him have the ſame at under values, then 
they were not permitted to vent the ſame; 
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by which undue meanes, the Earle having 


gorren the whole Trade of Tobacco, into 
his owne hands, he fold it at greacand ex- 
ceſſive prices, ſuch as he liſt to impoſe for 
his owne profit, 


And the more to aſſure the ſaid Moro- 
poly of Tobacco, he the ſaid Earle on the 23. 
day of February, in the thirteenth yeare 4- 
foreſaid , did iſſue another Proclamation; 
commanding that none ſhould pur to ſale 
any Tobacco by whole- ſale, from and after 
che laſt day of May , then next following 
but what ſhould bee made up into Rolls, 
and the ſame ſealed with two Seales by 
himſclte appointed, one at each end of the 
Roll. An4 ſuch as was not Sealcd to bee 
ſeized, appointing fixe pence the pound 
for a reward to ſuch perſons as ſhould ſeize 
the ſame: and the perſons in whoſe cuſto- 
dy the unſealed Tobacco ſhould be found 
to be committed to Goale,which laſt pro- 
clamarion was covered by a pretence for 
the reſtraining of che ſcale of unholſome 
Tobacco, bur it was truely to advance the 
ſaid Monopoly. 

Which Proclamation the faid Earle did 
rigorouſly put in cxecution,by ceazing the 
g00ds, fining, impriſoning, whipping, and 
putring the offenders againſt the ſame Pro. 

clamarion 
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@MHation on the pillory,as namely,Barne- 
by Hubbard, Edward Covena,Fohn Tumen,S 
dirersochess | and made the Officers of 
State,and Juſtices of Peace,and other Offi- 
cers to ſerve him in compaſling and execu- 
ting theſe unjuſt and undue courſes, by 
which cruelcies and unjuſt Monopolies,the 
ſaid Earle riſed :00000. pound per an 
gaine to himſelfe. And yet the ſaid Earle 
though heinhanced theCuſtomes,where it 
concernedthe Merchaats in generall, yet 
drew downe the impoſt formerly taken on 
Tobacco from fixe pence the pound tO 3. 
pence the pound, it being for his owne 
profitſoto doe. And the faid Earle, by 
the ſame, and other rigorous and undue 
meanes, raiſed ſeyerall other Monopolies 
and unlawfull exations for his own gaine, 
vis. on Starch, Iron pots, Glafles, To- 
bacco pipes, and ſeverall other commodi- 


ties: 
XIII, 

That flaxe being one of the principall & 
native Commodities of that Kingdome of 
Ireland, the ſaid Earle having gotten great 
quantities thereof into his hands, & grow- 
ing on his owne Lands,did iſſue our ſeverall 
Proclamations,viz. one dated the one and 
twentieth day of May,in the eleventh of his 

D Ma- 
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Majefties raign, and the other dated 477 
31 day of Ianuaty inthe ſame yearc, there- 
by preſcribing and injoyning the working 
of Flax into Yarne and Thread, and the 
ordering of the ſame in ſuch waies wherin 
the Natives of that Kingdome were unpra- 
Riſed and unskilfull:which Proclamations 
ſo iſſued, were, by bis commands and war- 
rantsto his Majeſtics Juſtices of Peace, and 
other Officers, and by other rigorous 
meanes put in execution, and the Flaxe 
wrought or ordered in other manner then 
as the (aid Proclamation preſcribed , was 
ſcazed andemployed tothe uſe of him and 
his agents, and thercby the ſaid Earle en- 
deavoured to gaine, and did gaine in effect 
the ſole ſale of that native. commodity. 


XIV. 

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford, by Pro- 
clamation dated the 16 day of 0obex, in 
the 14 yeare of his Mijeſtics Raigne, did 
mpoſe upon. the Owners, Maſters, Pur- 
ſers,;and Boatſwaines of every ſhip, a new 
and unlawfull oath, viz. that they (two or 
more of them) immediately after the arri- 
vall of any ſhip within any Port or Crecke 
in the ſaid Kingdom of re/2nd, ſhould give 
n 2trueinvoyce of the outward bulke of 
Warcs 
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Wares and Merchandiſes , and number of 
poochgand the qualities and condition of the 
aid goods, as farre as to them ſhould be 
known,the names of the ſeverall Merchants 
proprietours of the ſaid goods, and the pla- 
ces from whence they were fraughted, and 
whither they were bound to diſchaige : 
which Proclamation was accordingly pur 
in execution, and ſundry perſons enforced 
to take the ſaid unlawfull Oath.

Tilt the ſid Earle of Strafford trayte- 
rouſly and wickedly deviſed and contrived 
by force of Armes in a warlike manner to 
ſubdue the SubjeRs of the ſaid Realme of 
Freland,to bring them under his tyrannicall 

werand will, and in purſuance of his wic- 

ed and trayterous purpoſes aforeſaid, the 
ſaid Earle of Srrafford inthe eighth yeare of 
his Majeſties Reigne,did by his owne autho- 
rity, without any warrant or colour of Law, 
tax and impoſe great ſummes of money up- 
on the Townes of Baltemore, Baudenbridge, 
Talowe, and divers other Townes and pla- 
ces in the ſaid Realme of Freland, and did 
cauſe the ſame to be levied upon the Inhabi- 
tants of thoſe Townes by troopes of Souldi- 
ers, With force and armes, in a warlike man-

ner. And on the ninthday of March, in the 
twelfth yeare of his now Majcſties Reigne, 
trayterouſly did give authoriticunto Robert 
Savile,a Serjeant at Armes,and to the Cap- 
taines of the Companies of Souldiers, 1n ſe- 
verall parts of that Realme, to ſend ſuch 
nombers of Souldiers to lye on the Lands 
and Houſes of ſuch as would not conforme 
to his orders, untill chey ſhould render obe- 
dience to his ſaid orders and warrants, and 
after ſuch ſubmiſſion ( and not before ) the 
ſaid Souldiers to returne to their Garriſons, 
And did :lfo ifſue the Iik- Warrants unto di- 
vers others, which Wzrrants were ifyyar- 
like manner, with force and Armes pur in. 
execution accordingly, and by ſuch warlike 
meanes did force divers of his Majeſties ſub. 
ies of that Realme, to ſubmit themſelves 
to his unlawfull commands, 


And in the faid twelfth yeare of his Ma- 
jeſiies Reigne, rhe ſaid Earle of Stafford did 
_— cauſe certaine troupes of horſe 
and foote, armed in warlike manner, and in 
warlike aray, with force and armes,to expel! 
Richard Butler from the poſſeſſon of Caftle- 
Cumber, inthe Territory of 1dough, in the 
ſaid Realme of Ireland, anddid likewiſe and 
in like warhke manner, expell divers of his 
Majeſties SubjeRs-from their houſes, fomi- 
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ſes, andpoſſefſions,as namely, Edward Brew: 
man. Owen Oberman , Patricke Oberman, Sir 
Cyprian Hor:fiel4, and divers others, to the 
number of abuut an hundred families, and 
tooke and impriſoned them and their wives, 
and carryed them priſoners tro Dublin, and 
there detained them untill rhey did yeeld 
up, ſurrender, or releaſe their reſpective 
eſtates and rights. 


And the ſaid Earle, in like warlike man. 
ner, hath during his government of the ſaid 
Kingdome of Jreland , ſubdued d vers others 
of his Majeſties ſubjetts eaſily to his will, and 
thereby, and by the meanes aforeſaid, hath le- 
vied warre within the ſaid Realme againſt his 
Majeſtic, and his liege people of that King-

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford, the two 
and twentieth of February, 1n the ſeventh 
yeare of his now Majeſtics Reigne,intending 
to oppreſſe the ſaid SubjeRs of Ireland, did 
make a propoſition, and obtained from his 
Majeſty an allowance, that no complaint of 
injuſtice or opprefſion done in Irelanad,ſhould 
be received in England againſt any, unlefſe 


it firſt appeared,that the party made firſt his 
a 3 addreſT-

addrefſe to him the ſaid Earle: and the ſaid 
Earle-having by ſuch uſurped,tyrannicall and 
exorbitant power, expreſſed in the former 
Articles,deſiroyed the Peeres and other ſub. 
jets of that Kingdome of Ireland, in their 
lives, conſciences,land, liberties, and eſtates, 
the ſaid Earl cothe intene the better to main- 
taineand ſtrengthen his power, and to bring 
che people into adifaffetionofhis Majeſty, 
as aforeſaid, did uſe his Majeſties name in 
the execution of his ſaid power. And to pre- 
vent the ſubjeRsof chat Realme of all means 
of complaints to his Majeſty,and of redreſſe 
againſt him and his agents, did iſſue a Pro- 
clamationbearing date the ſeventeenth day 
of September, in the eleventh yeare of his 
Majeſtics Reigne, thereby commanding all 
the Nobilitie, undertakers and others, who 
held eſtates and offices in the ſaid kingdome 
(n_ ſuch as were employed in his Maje- 
ſties ſervice, or attending in England by his 
ſpeciall command ) to wake their perſonall 
refidence in the ſaic Kingdome of Ireland, 
and not to depart thence without licence of 
himſelfe, And the ſaid Earle hath fince iſfſu- 
ed other Proclamations to the ſame purpoſe, 
by meanes whereof the ſubjes of the ſaid 
Realme are reſtrained from ſecking reliefe 
againſt the oppreſſions of rhe ſaid Earle 
without his licence:which Proclamation the

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ſaid'Earle bath by ſeverall rigoruos waics, 
as by fine, impriſonment, and otherwiſe, 
put in execution on his Majeſties ſubjectayy 
as namely,one— Parry,and others, who 
came over only tocomplaine of the exor. 
bitances and oppreſhons ofthe ſaid Earle. 


XVII. 

That the ſaid Earle having by ſuch 
meanes as aforeſaid, ſubverted the govern« 
ment & lawes of the Kingdome of Ireland, 
didin March in the 16 yeare of his Maje- 
ſties Reigne, in ſcandall ofhis Majeſtie, of 
all his Kingdomes, & in further execution 
of his wicked purpoſesaforeſaid, ſpeaking 
of the Armies in Ireland, declare, that his 
Majeſty was ſo well pleaſed withthe Army 
of Ireland, and the conſequence thereof, 
that his Majeſty would certainely make 
the ſame a partterne for all his three King- 
domes..

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford, for the 
betcer effeRing of his traytrous defignes & 
wicked pupoſes,did indeavour to draw de- 
Pay upon himſelfe of the Papiſts in 
oth Kingdomes of Eenglandand Ireland, 
and tothat end during the time of governe- 
ment 
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ment in Freland, hee r-ſtored divers Frie- 
ries and Maſſe-houſes ( which had beene 
formerly ſuppreſſed by precedent Depu- 


Ties of that Kingdome, two of which hou. 


ſes were in the City of Dubliz,8& had been 
aſſigned to the uſe of the Univerſity there ) 
eo the pretended owners thereof,who have 
ſince imployed the ſame to the exerciſe of 
the Popiſh Religion. | 

And in the moneth of May and Tune laſt, 

the ſaid Earle did raiſe an Army inthe ſaid 
Realme of _ conſiſting of eight thou- 
ſand foote, all of which, except one thouſand 
or there abouts, were Papiſts , and the ſaid 
one thouſand were drawne out of the old Army 
there conſiſting of two thouſand foot , and in 
their places there were a thouſand Papiſts, or 
thereabouts, put into the ſaid old Army by 
the ſaid Earle. 

And the more to ingage and tye the 
new Army of Papiſts to himſelfe, and to 
encourage them, and to diſcourage and 
weare out the old Army,the faid Earle did 
ſo provide; That the ſaid new Army of Pa- 
piſts were duely paid, and had all neceſſaries 
provided for them, and permitted the exerciſe 
of their Religion, but the ſaid old Army were 
for the ſpace of one whole yeare and upwards 


unpaid. 
l And 
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And that the ſaid Earle being appoin- 
ted a Commiſſioner within eleven ſeverall 
Counties in the Northern parts of England, 
for compounding with Recuſants for their 
fortceitures due to his Majeſtic 3, which com- 
miſſion beareth date the eight day of July 
in the fift yeare of his Majeſties Reigne 
that now is, and being alſo recciver of the 
compoſition money, tireby ariſing, and of 
other debts, duties, and penalties for his 
Majeſties uſe, by Letters Patents, dated'the 
ninth day of the ſaid July : he, to cngage 
the ſaid Recuſants to bim, did compound 
with them atlow and under rates, and pro- 
vided that they ſhould be diſcharged of all 
proceedings againſt them, in all his Maje- 
ſties Courrs,both temporall and Eccleſiaſtt- 
call, 1a manifeſt breach of and contrary to 
che Lawes and Statutes of this Realme; in 
that behalfe eſtabliſhed.

Thar the ſaid Earle having taxed and 
levied the (aid impoſitions, and raiſed the 
ſaid Monopolies ,. and committed the ſaid 
oppreſſions in his Majeſties-name, and as 
by his Majeſtics Royall command, he the 
ſaid Earle in May the fifteenth yearc of his 

E Maje- 
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Majeſtics Reigne, did of his owne authori- 
rie contrive and frame a new and unuſuall 
oath; by the purport whereof among many 
other things, the party taking the ſaid oath, 
was'to ſweare that hee ſhonld not proteſt 
againſt any of his' Majeſtics Royall com- 
mands, but ſubmit themſelves in all obedi- 
ence thereunto, Which oath he ſo contri- 
ved to enforce the ſime on the ſubjects of 
the 'Scortiſh Nation, inhabiting in Ircland, 

and'out of a hatred tothe ſaid Nation , and 
to put them to a diſcontent with his Maje- 
ſy, and his government there, and compel- 
led divers 'of his Majcſties ſaid Subjes 
there ro take the ſaid oath, ſome he grie- 
voully fined and impriſoned, and others he 

deſtroyed and exiled, and namely, the 10. 

of Otober, Anno Dom. 1639. he fined Hew- 

ry Steward and his wife, who refuſed to rake 

the ſaid oath, five thouſand pounds apiece, 

and their two daughters & James Gray,three 

thouſand pounds a piece, and impriſoned 

them for not paying the ſaid fines. The ſaid 

Henry Stewards wife and daughters & James 

Gray, being the Kings liege people of the 

Scottiſh Nation; and divers others he uſed 

in the like'thanner; and the faid Earle upon 

that occaſion dit declate, rhat the ſaid oath 

did not onely oblige them in point of alle- 
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giance-to his Majeſty , and acknowledge: 
ment of his Supremacy onely, but to the 
Ceremonies & government of the Church 
eſtabliſhed, or to be eſtabliſhed by his Ma- 
jeſties royall Authoritie; and faid, that the 
_—_ ro obey, he would proſecute to the 

lood, 


X X. 


That the ſaid Earle in the 15. and 16, 
yeares of his Majeſties Reigne, and divers 
yeares palt, laboured and endeavoured to 
beger in his Majeſtic an ill opinion of his 
Subjects, namely, thoſe of the Scottiſh Na- 
tion, and diverſe and ſundry times,and eſpe- 
cially fince the pacification made by his 
Majeſty with his ſaid Subjects of Scotland 
in Summer,in the fifreenth yeare of his Ma- 
jeſties reigne ; he, the ſaid Earle did labour 
and endeayourto perſwade, incite, and pro» 
voke his Majeſtic to an offenſive warre a- 
gainſt his ſaid Subjects of the Scottiſh Na- 
tion: and the ſaid Earle, by his counſcll, 
ations, and endeavours , hath beene and 
is a principall and chiefe incendiary of the 
warre and diſcord berweene his Majeſty 
and his SubjeRs of England, and the ſaid 
Subjects of Scotland, and hath — 
E 2 a 


2nd adviſed his Majeſtie, that the demand 
made by the Scots in this Parliament were 
a ſufficient cauſe of warre againſt them. 
The faid Earle haying formerly expreſſed 
the height and rancor of his minde towards 
his SubjeRs of the Scottiſh Nation, vi. 
the tenth day of October, in the fifteenth 
yeare of his Majeſties Rejgne, he ſaid that 
the Nation of the Scots were rebels, and 
traytors z and he being then about ro come 
to England, hethen further ſaid, thart if it 
pleaſed his Maſter ( meaning his Majcſtie ) 
co ſend him backe againe, he would roote 
out of the ſaid Kingdome ( meaning the 
Kingdome of Ireland ) the Scottiſh Nati- 
on both root and branch. Some Lords, and 
others, who had taken the ſaid Oath inthe 
precedent Article onely excepted : and 
the faid Earle hath cauſed divers of the ſaid 
Ships and goods of the Scots to be ſtayed, 
ſeized, and moleſted, to the intent to ſet on 
the ſaid warre,

That the ſaid Earle of Strafford, ſhortly 
afrer his ſpeeches mentioned in the laſt 
precedent Article, to wit, inthe fifteenth 
yeare of his Majeſties Reign, came into this 

Realme 
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Realme of England, and was made Lord 
Lieutenant of Ircland , and continued his 
government of that Kingdome by a Depu- 
ty : At his arrivall here, finding that his 
Majeſty with much wiſedome and good- 
neſſe had compoſed the troubles in the 
North, and had made a Pacification with 
his Subjects of Scotland ; he laboured by 
all meanes to procure his Majeſty to breake 
that pacification, incenſing his Majeſty a- 
gainſt his Subjects of that Kingdome, and 
the proceedings of the Parliament there, 
And having incenſed his Majeſty to an of- 
fenfive warre againſt his faid Subjects of 
Scotland, by Sea and by Land ; and by 
pretext thereof, to raiſe Forces for the 
maintenance of that warre : he counſelled 
his Majeſtie to call a Parliament in Eng- 
land, yet the ſaid Earle intended, if the 
ſaid proceedings of that Parliament ſhould 
not be ſuch as would ſtand with the ſaid 
Earle of Straffords miſchievous defignes, 
hee would then procure his Majeſtie to 
breake the ſame, and by wayes of force 
and power, to raiſe monies upon the ſaid 
SubjcRs of this Kingdome, 


And for the incouragement of his Ma- 


jeſty to hearken to his advice, he did before 
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his Majeſty and his Privie Councell, then 
fitting in Counſel!l, make a large Declara- 
tion, that he would ſerve his Majeſty in any 
other way, in caſe the Parliament ſhould 
not ſupply him. 


XXII, 


That in the moneth of March , before 
the beginning of the laſt Parliament , the 
ſaid Earle of Strafford went into Ireland , 
and procured the Parliament of that King- 
dome to declare their aſſiſtance in a warre 
againſt the Scots, And gave direQions for 
che raiſing of an Army conſiſting of 8000, 
foot, and 1000. horſe, being for the moſt 
part Papiſts, as atoreſaid. And confedera- 
ting with one Sir George Radcliffe, did roge- 
ther with him the ſaid Sir George, trayre- 
rouſly conſpire to imploy the ſaid Army 
for the ruine and deſtruction of the King- 
dome of England, and of his Majeſties Sub- 
jets, and of altering and ſubycrting of the 
fundamentall Lawes of this Kingdome. 


And ſhortly afier,the ſaid Earle of Srraf* 
ford returned into England, and to ſundry 
perſons declared his opinion to be, that his 
Majeſty ſhould firſt try the Parliament here, 

and 
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and if that did not ſupply him according to his 
occaftons, he might then uſe his Prerogative as 
he pleaſed, to levie what he needed, and that 
he ſhould be acquitted both of God and man, if 
he tooke ſome other courſes to ſupply himſelfe, 
though it were againſt the will of his Sub. 
jedts. 


XXIIT. 


That upon the thirtcenth day of Aprill 
laſt, the Parliament of England mer, and 
the Commons houſe (then being the repre- 
ſentative Body of all the Commons in 
the Kingdome ) did according to the truſt 
repoled inthem, enter into debate and con- 
fideration of the great grievances of this 
Kingdome, both in reſpe& of Religion, 
and the publike Libertie of the Kingdome ; 
and his Majeſty referring chiefly ro the 
ſaid Earle of Strafford, and the Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury , the ordering and diſpoſing 
of all matrers concerning the Parliament : 
He the ſaid Earle of Strafford, with the a(- 
fiftance of the faid Archbiſhop, did pro- 
cure his Majeſty, by ſundry ſpeeches and 
meſſages, to urge the ſaid Commons houſe 
to enter into ſome reſolution for his Maje- 
ſties ſupply , for maintenance of his warre 
againſt

againſt his Subje&ts of Scotland , before 
any courſe was raken for the reliefe of the 
oreat and preſſing grievances, wherewith 
this Kingdome was then afflicted. Where- 
upon, a demand was then made from his 
Majeſty, of twelve Subſidies, for the re- 
leaſe of Ship-money onely ; and while the 
ſaid Commons then aſſembled ( with ex- 
preſſions of great affection to his Majeſt 

and his ſervice ) were in debate and wr f 
deration of ſome ſupply, before reſolution 
by them made, He the ſaid Earle of Straf- 
ford, with the helpe and aſſiſtance of the 
faid Archbiſhop, did procure his Majeſty 
ro diſſolve the laſt Parliament, upon the 
fifth day of May laſt : and upon the ſame 
day, the ſaid Earle of Strafford did treache- 
rouſly, falſely, and maliciouſly endeavour 
to incenſe his Majeſty againſt his loving 
and faithfull Subjects, who had been mem- 
bers of the ſaid houſe of Commons, by 
telling his Majeſty , they had denied to 
ſupply him. And afterward upon the ſame, 
did rreacherouſly and wickedly counſel! 
and adviſe his Majcſtic to this cffe, viz. 
that having tryed the affettions of his people, 
hee was looſe and abſolved from all Rules of 
government , and was to doe every thing that 
power would admit, and that his Majeſty = 
trye

tryed al waits, and was refuſed, and ſhould bee 
ecquitted both of God and man; andthat Hee 
had an Army in tteland (meaning the Army 
above mentioned, conſiſting ot Papilts, his 
dependants, as is aforeſaid ) which Hee 
__ imploy toreduce this Kingdome to obe- 
ence. 


XXLV. 


That in-the ſame moneth of May, He the. 
ſaid Earle of Strafford,falfly,treacherouſly, 
and maliciouſly, publiſhed and declared 
before others ofthis Majeſties Privie Coun- 
cell; that the Parliam«nt of Zxgland: had 
forſaken the-King , and that in denying to 
ſupply the King, they had —_ bim tke 
advantage to ſupply himſelte ' by other 
wajeS: and divers other times he did mali- 
cioully, wickedly, *and falfly publiſh and 
declare, that ſeeing the Parliament had re- 
fuſed to ſupply his Majeſty in the ordinary 
anduafuall way, the King might provide for: 
the Kingdome in ſuch waies,as hee ſhould 
hold fir, andthat he was nor to ſuffer bim- 
ſelfe;to bemaſteredby the frowardneſle of. 


the people. 


And having ſo maliciouſly flandercd the 
" F e {aid.

ſaid houſe of Commons, hee did with the 
helpe and advice of the ſaid Arch-biſhop 
of Canterbury and the Lord Finch , late 
Lord Keeper of the great Scale of England: 
cauſero bee printed, and publiſhed in his 
{Majeſties name,afalſe and ſcandalous book 
xntituled, His Majefies Declaration of the 
c pauſes that mooved him to diffolvethelaſt 


P arliament, full of bitter and malicious in- 


veRives, and falſe, and ſcandalous aſperfi- 
onsagainſt the ſaid houſe of Commons. 


XXV. 


That not long after the diffolutionof 


the ſaid laſt Parliament, ( vis. In the 
monethes of May and F#ne ) hee the Earle 
of Straffard did adviſe the King rogoe on 
rigorouſly in _— the Ship-Money , 
and did procure the Sheriffes of ſeverall 
Countries to be ſent for, for not levying the 
Ship-mony, divers of which were threat- 
ned by him to be ſued in the Starchamber, 
and.afterwards by his advice were ſued in 
the Starchamber, for not levying the ſame, 
and divers of his Majeſties loving:Subjes 


were ſent forand impriſoned by his advice, 


about that and other illegal! payments! 
And

And a great lo:ne of a hundred thouſand: 
pounds was demanded of the City of Lon- 
don, and the Lord Major and the Alder- 
menand the Sheriffes of the ſaid City,were 
often ſent for by his advice tothe Councel 
Table, to give an account of their procee- 
dings inraifing of Ship-mony, and furthe- 
ring ofthat loane,and wererequired to cer- 
tife the names of ſuch Inhabitants of the 
ſaid City as were fit to lend , which they 
with much humility refuſing ro doe, he the
